JEFFERSON CITY, May 5.—A 
&t. Louis Republican organization 
scheme to wreck the-merit sys- 
tem and restore the 8000 munici- 
pal employes to the status of ac- 
tive political party workers was 
successful in the Constitutional 
Convention late yesterday. 

A group of rural Democrats who 
were “taken in” by the St. Louis 


Republicans, some of them pos- 
sibly unconsciously, joined with 
several other very politically 
minded rural Democrats to aid 
the Republicans. 

Although there was a very sub- 
stantial majority for wrecking the 
merit system, several of the pub- 
lic-spirited delegates, Democrats 
and Republicans, were in confer- 
ence last night for a discussion 
of plans to move for a reconsid- 
eration of the convention's action. 

ration Sought. 

Delegate Allen McReynolds of 
Carthage, who was absent when 
the provision was adopted, asked 
today that the action be reconsid- 
ered because. the section would 
destroy the merit system under 
,~ which the State social security 
“and unemployment compensation 
programs are administered and 
endanger participation by Federal 
Government in these activities. 

He asserted that Federal grants 
to Missouri for payment of old- 
age pénsions and aid to dependent 
children and Federal participation 
in the making of unemployment 
assistance payments are  condi- 
tioned on the State maintaining 
a merit system in the administra- 
tion of these programs. 

McReynolds said that since 
there had been no discussion in 
the convention of the serious ef- 
fect the action yesterday would 
have on these public welfare ac- 
tivities, he thought the section 
should be reconsidered, and that 
the motion for reconsideration 
should come from members of the 
labor group, which is the princi- 
pal beneficiary of these programs. 

He served notice that if the mo- 
tion for reconsideration was not 
made he would move that the ac- 
tion be rescinded by the conven- 
tion. Because of his absence yes- 
terday, to attend a meeting of the 
trustees of the State Historical 
Society in Columbia, he was not 
entitled to move for reconsidera- 


tion.

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BILL TO SIMPLIFY TAXES 


PASSED BY 


HOUSE, 358-0 


Under Measure 30 Million Will Be Relieved 
of Computing Returns—Speedy Approval 


Promised in 


Senate Also. 


WASHINGTON, May 5 (AP).— 
In the face of loud complaints 
against the perplexity of involved 
compltations in paying taxes, the 
mg unanimously passed today 

a “painless tax” measure intended 
te simplify procedures for 50 mil- 
lion taxpayers. 

The vote was 358 to 0, and the 
legislation moved over to the Sen- 
ate, where Chairman George, 
(Dem.), Georgia, of the Finance 
Committee predicted speedy ap- 
proval. 

Drawn by the House Ways and 
Means Committee, the biH would 
relieve some 30,000,000 of the 50,- 
000,000 taxpayers of the necessity 
of ever computing another income 
tax return, and simplify payment 
procedures for the 20,000,000 
others. 

Beginning next Jan. 1 the pres- 
ent withholding system against 
wages and salaries would be re- 
vised—upward for most taxpayers 
—to take the full tax liability for 
persons earning up to $5000. Thus, 
the withholding levy would be- 
come in 1945 the actual tax for 
these millions of persons, and they 
would owe no more at the end of 


the tax year. 

There would be no change in 
amounts held from pay envelopes 
and salary checks this year, but 
the government itself would com- 
pute the taxes on 1944 income for 
those with wages and salaries un- 
der $5000. 

The measure reshuffles new nor- 
mal and surtax rates and exemp- 
tions—while keeping actual tax 
burdens near their present levels. 

To provide relief for 30 million 
persons: this year, all those with 
wages and salaries up to $5000 and 
receiving no more than $100 from 
sources not subject to withholding 
will be permitted td file a copy of 
a withholding receipt, furnished 
by the employer, in place of the 
regular tax return. 

These taxpayers will list their 
dependents on the reverse side of 
this receipt and enter the amounts 
of “other income,” if any. 

They then will sign the receipt 
and mail it to the local tax col- 
lector, without any payment. The 
collector will compute the tax and 
where necessary either bill the 
taxpayer for an additional pay- 
ment or issue a refund check.

gas at a lower cost to the consumer 
than mixed gas.” 

A statement read to the commit- 
tee by L. Wade Childress, presi- 
dent of the company, did not ex- 
press an opinion as to when this 
change could be accomplished. It 
concluded with the declaration 
that “the company stands ready to 
give the city administration and 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion its full co-operation in any 
measure that promises benefits to 
gas consumers.” 

The company has calculated, the 
Post-Dispatch learned, that in the 
five-year period of 1939-43 its oper- 
ating expenses, which were $26,- 
527,034 in that period, would have 
been increased by $1,434,398, or 5.4 
per cent, had it been supplying 
straight natural gas. 

Factors in Cost, 

Factors which enter into the 
cost question include not only the 
price at which Laclede can buy 
natural gas but its operating and 
distributing expenses. It obtains 
natural gas from the Monroe 
(La.) and Odessa (Ark.) fields 
from the Mississippi River Fuel 
Corporation. at 25.02 cents per 
thousand cubic feet. It has not 
prepared an anlysis of what price 
would enable it to sell straight 
natural gas to consumers at a 
lower rate than for the present 
mixed gas. The Federal Power 
Commission has ordered five gas 
producersgupplying the Mississippi 
River Fue? Corporation to reduce 
their charges to the latter by $750,-

It was only a dream of per- 
sonal cdnvenience advanced by 
Charles Rinehart of St. Louis, as- 
sistant to the OPA board-of-opera- 
tions executive here. 


“Well, in that case,” said Rine- 


hart when the rebellious board | 
members presented their ultima- | 


tum at the end of a long and. 
stormy meeting last Friday night 
at Union,, Mo., “if you feel that | 
way about it, I guess you can go. 
ahead the way you have.” 

“We will,” said Oscar F. Schulte | 
of Washington, Mo., chairman of 
the Franklin County board. 

Rinehart's suggestion was sim- 
ple and admirably suited to the 
convenience of the OPA district 
office, but not to the needs of 


the county organization. It meant 
that all local-unit gasoline records 
and files would be centralized in 
the county office at Union. Then, 
he explained, if the district office 
wanted to consult some individual 
case only a trip to Union would 
be necessary. 


But, Chairman Schulte protested 
as his colleagues’ cries of “bu- 
reaucrat” and “red tape” filled the 
Union High School Auditorium, 
how could the local offices do their 
job properly if all their files were 
in Union, instead of at hand in Pa- 
cific, St. Clair, Sullivan, Gerald, 
Washington, New Haven and 
Union? «Schulte told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that Rine- 
hart replied he had explained the 
“ruling” and the local units must 
adapt their methods to fit the 
rule.

The wording of the communique 
bore a striking similarity to a 
Tokyo communique of May 21, 
1943, announcing Yamamoto’s 
death in a warplane the previous 
April “while directing general 
strategy on the front line.” 

Two Generals Dead. 

A later Japanese broadcast said 
Maj. Gen, Kumao Oohashi and 
Maj. Gen. Yoshitada Shimokawa 
had died in April of illnesses con- 
tracted “while on active duty.” 
Oohashi, described as “chief of 
staff of a front line Army corps” 
and as “head of an Army unit in 


China” was said to have died 
April 14, while Shimokawa, “com- 
mander of a unit on the front,” 
died April 19. 

Koga, who was 59 years old, 
generally had been regarded as a 
sound but not brilliant naval of- 
ficer noted for tenacity rather 
than for his initiative. 

Before becoming commander of 
the combined fleet Koga had

PARAMUSHIRO AND

The law, the announcement 

stated, permits distribution of 
magazines and newspapers “which 
have a general circulation in the 
United States in accordance with 
a reliable method determined by 
the Secretary of War to establish 
preferences of the members of the 
armed forces.” Soldiers may sub- 
scribe individually to any maga- 
zine or newspaper, but sale or 
distribution by organizations of 
the Army of such publications 
will be on the basis of soldier 
reference surveys. 
There is, the department said,- 
“no ban on the handling of maga- 
zines which do not print political 
material.” . 

Discussing motion pictures, ra- 
dio broadcasts and servicemen’s 
publications, the department said: 

“Material which is for entertain- 
ment will not contain political ar- 
gument or political propaganda of 
the prohibited kind.

Representative Clark (Dem.), 
North Carolina, backing the Gov- 
ernment in the debate, read from 
the resolution accompanying this 
country’s declaration of war Dec. 
8 1941, “when we were united 
and there was no partisaniship.” 

He said that resolution gave the 
President power to use “all of the 
resources of the country” to bring 
the war to an end, and noted that 
“when the President is openly de- 
fied” the economic stability is 
threatened. 

Representative Allen (Rep.), 
Tilinois, said the “American people 
were practically 100 per cent” op- 
posed “to that action of the Gov- 
ernment.” 

“Congress is determined,” he 
said, “that if the Chief Executive 
has the power to strip a private 
citizen of his property we in turn 
will strip the Chief Executive of | 
that dictatorial assumption of 
power by proper legislation. 


“It is hoped that our soldiers 
and sailors have more confidence 
and respect for their commander 
in chief than the President has 
for the rights guaranteed Ameri- 
can citizens by the Constitution.”

time. 

Lilienthal further jllustrates the 
TVA idea, world-famous precedent 
for the mastery of a river, in this 
way: 

“It was necessary to see the val- 
ley as a whole, to study every as- 
pect in relation to every other— 
power, flood control, navigation, 
runoff. The idea was to provide 
greater opportunity for the peo- 
ple of the valley through the de- 
velopment of all of nature’s re- 
sources, of which the river itself 
was only one. To consider water 
control alone, or power alone, 
would be a negative approach. If 
we had faced an irrigation prob- 
lem here, as we did not, that 
would have been figured in the 
whole TVA idea. No one section 
or, interest could be considered 
apart from any other.” 


Three Fundamentals. 
The second nucleus of the TVA 


idea is contained in these three | 


fundamentals as set down by 
Lilienthal in his new book, “TVA 
—Democracy on the March.” He 
writes, “The TVA idea” includes 
these “essentials”: 

1. A Federal autonomous agen- 
cy, with authority to make 
decisions in the region. 

2. Responsibility to deal with 
resources, as a unified whole, 
clearly fixed in the regional 
agency, not divided among sev- 
eral centralized Federal agen- 
cies. 

3. A policy, fixed by law, that 
the Federal, regional agency 
work co-operatively with and 
through local and state agencies. 
“These points,” he _ explains, 
“demonstrate the idea of unity. 
Divided authority cannot accom- 
plish what integrated responsi- 
vility can and must.”

Speculation About the Weather 
Pe the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Of eourse there is nothing we can do 
about the weather. But we do like to 
talk about it and wonder why nature 
gets in freakish moods to cause either 
excessively cool, wet weather as we have 
had this spring, or exceedingly hot, dry 
weather as we had just 10 years ago, 
preceding one of the hottest and dryest 
summers this country probably has ever 
known. 

I recall that there were periods of 
heat so intense as early as March in '34 
that my stock actually suffered for the 
want of shade, no leaves having yet ap- 
peared on the trees. They would stand 
in the shade of a barn and pant, a fair 
warning that we had something ahead 
of us that would cause a scorched earth 
before the summer was over. 

_~ One of the theories advanced for the 

immense ice sheet that covered a large 
part of this continent 12 or 15 thousand 
years ago, extending as far south as the 
present channel of the Missouri River, 
was the violent eruption of a series of 
volcanoes which discharged a vast 
quantity of very fine dust into the 
stratosphere, thus obscuring the sun’s 
rays, and converting what was formerly 
a temperate zone into a very frigid one. 

Tt should here be recalled that the 
stratosphere is not affected by air cur-~ 
rents that normally prevail nearer the 
surface of the earth, but it does tend 
to lag behind the rotation of the earth. 
As a result, any substance in these high- 
er regions, such as fine dust, soon en- 
circles the globe. 

Now old Vesuvius went on one of its 
eustomary rampages in March of this 
year, spouting immense quantities of 
gas and fine dust high in the air. We 
may assume that this impalpable dust 
has encircled the globe, which may ac- 
eount for the cool spring if not for the 
excessive rainfall. Add to this the new 
volcano in Mexieo, known as Paracutin, 
and we have the stage set for what 
may be a summer of below-average 
temperature.

Censorship Grows Denser 


Censorship of news for political Preasons—a 
form of censorship which Americans will not 
tolerate—is very evidently on the increase along 
the world’s battlefronts. Yesterday, from Cairo, 
Richard Mowrer warned that Greek hews is 
made misleading by the British censorship there. 
Today, in an article in the Mirror of Public 
Opinion, Edgar Ansel Mowrer sounds the same 
warning with respect to news of Palestine, 

Of themselves, these reports are disturbing, 
but they are most disturbing in the context of 
the last few months. In Australia, four Sydney 
newspapers were suspended a day—after which 
they resumed under court protection—for pub- 
lishing a statement by R. G. Henderson, chairman 
of the Australian Newspaper Proprietors’ As- 
sociation, instancing censorship which he said 
was political. 

In New Delhi, five British correspondents, 
in protest against a censorship which prevented 
them from giving a true picture of the situation 
in Burma, announced that they would file no 
more dispatches until the egregious condition 
was corrected. Their dispatches had been sub- 
jected to quadruple censorship: by the American 
censor, the British military censor, the Indian 
Army censor and the Indian political censor. 

In China, foreign correspondents declared po- 
litical censorship Was falsifying the world’s esti- 
mate of conditions there. Not long before, news 
of the conference of free Italian political parties 
at Bari had been so largely suppressed that Ed- 
ward R. Murrow, chief Buropean correspondent 
of CBS, said the little news heard in London 
had all the earmarks of a black-market operation. 

Censorship has blundered before and in other 
ways. The blackout of news on the Anzio beach- 
head, the hushing-up of the Patton incident, the 
Bari ship sinkings, the Sicilian invasion mis- 
take, were miscarriages of military censorship; 
but there is some evidence that this type of error 
is being corrected, for military mistakes have 
been made public recently. 

In England, both American correspondents and 
a number of British weeklies are aroused over 
the apparent trend toward more and more po- 
litical censorship. The appointment of two re- 
tired diplomats, Sir Robert MacLeod Hodgson 
and Sir Reginald Hervey Hoare, as advisers from 
the Foreign Office to the British Ministry of 
Information Censorship, has been interpreted to 
portend increasing suppression of news for po- 
litical reasons alone—and by the Foreign Office. 

Sir Robert's statement of the two new advisers’ 
purpose—“to see that stories are not cabled out 
of this country that are likely to stir up discord 
between the Allies’”—substantiates and increases 
the fear that still worse censorship lies ahead. 
It does not precisely tend to weaken uncon- 
firmed reports that increasing suppression of 
news on political grounds has been requested of 
the Foreign Office by our State Department. 

There is only one alternative to a determined 
fight, without wearying and without compromise, 
against rolitical censorship. That alternative is 
for tha free peoples of the world'to remain sub- 
stantially ignorant of what is going on until, per- 
haps, they can read it in the pages of history, 
For while military censorship is subject, though 
faultily, to testing by objective standards, po- 
litical censorship is so completely a matter of 
discretion =r of it that it is made to order 
for every vaPiety of narrow bias and abuse. 

Let us as Americans, and let us as free peoples 
everywhere, have this much to say of political 
censorship, and no more: 

We will have none of it. 
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The Inside About Pockets

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Harmony Among the French 

It is characteristically French without flaw to 
love controversy—as French as bowillabaisse with 
a nosegay of aromas. Whether the tool of his 
trade was hoe or guidebook, briefcase or palette 
or taxi horn with a wincing honk, the peace- 
time Frenchman was happy enough to argue the 
shadings of a sunset already lost in twilight, 
the merit of a vintage long after the last drop 
of it had left no more sweetness on the tongue. 
No subject was too humble to be canonized .by 
solemn discussion; none too lofty to be carved 
with Gallic logic into struggling little segments 
of itself. 2 

Yet the nature of Frenchmen seems to have 
been changed by homelessness and war. It is said 
that, in the cafes of Casablanca and Algiers, they 
make little table talk. They speak, instead, of 
home, and with accord. One tells how his wife 
and friends freed him from the Gestapo at 
machine-gun point. Another has a story of sabo- 
tage. A third recounts the use to which a 
parachute-landed sending set was put. The others 
nod and no one disagrees. , 

In London and New York, in Washington 
and Oran, the French have few differences 
among themselves. Giraud? They shrug. Few 
really know the man. Two Communists in the 
broadened Liberation Committee? After all, the 
most conservative of them murmur, this is a 
war involving all of us. De Gaulle? It is ag 
if the tides were questioned. Even those not of 
his camp will answer with finality, “Who else?” 

This almost alien unanimity has touched and 
transformed even Louis Marin, a Rightist of the 
Right with a capital “R.” He has come from 
France with news that “all elements” support 
the committee of de Gaulle, iricluding the Council 
of Resistance, once an instrument of the Allied 
high command. M. Marin would never agree to his 
party’s coalition with Leon Blum or Edouard 
Daladier, Leftists and therefore “dangerous” 
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men, Yet he brings word that the banner of de 
Gaulle has no rival in the homeland, although 
its political nature is broader than the Provence 
sky. 

It may seem strange, this harmony among the 
argumentative people Percy Mackaye once de- 
scribed as “half artist and half anchorite, part 
siren and part Socrates.” Yet it is not strange 
if the revolution, In which one must be all 
patriot, truly has come to life again. The French- 
men who love France are one again, under one 
banner, honoring one cause, looking to one 
authority—their own. 
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Planning for the Riverfront 


The war is the only justification for relaxation 
of the effort so vigorously prosecuted by the 
late Mayor Becker for removal of the elevated 
railroad tracks along the levee adjacent to the 
Jefferson Memorial area. 

But when the war comes to an end, large pro}- 
ects such ag the removal of these tracks not only 
will be in order but will be needed as a means 
of providing employment. For this reason, 
prompt decision is called for on the latest pro- 
posal of a committee representing the city, the 
National Park Service and the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial Association for settlement 
of the controversy with the railroads. 

The plan proposed makes some concessions 
to the Terminal Railroad Association, owner of 
the elevated line, by permitting it to retain all of 
the structure north of Washington avenue, and 
leaving the surface tracks along the levee undis- 
turbed, Retention of these surface tracks as 
they now exist can be justified only for ex- 
pediency, and plans for ultimate development of 
the area certainly should include some other dis- 
position of them. 

Meanwhile, agreement on this plan, which 
seemingly would not hamper transportation or be 
burdensome in cost to any of the parties con- 
cerned, would prepare the way for some other 
major postwar improvements now being con- 
sidered for a new bond issue program. 

Among these prospective improvements are 
the long-deferred Third street widening and plans 
for utilization of that boulevard as a link in a 
proposed interregional Federal highway. 

The Jefferson Memorial area does no credit 
to the National Park Service in its present con- 
dition. Nor is it capable of proper development, 
such as the proposed and expert-approved air 
strip, as long as railroad tracks, elevated or 
surface, border it on the east. In time, there 


must be a full solution of this problem.

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Not a Police Job 


In several communities ag far apart as Mis- 
souri, Maryland and Georgia, agents of the law 
have picked up “lojiterers” in poolrooms, cigar 
stores and other places where men loaf. “We 
are going to keep it up,” they have announced, 
“until all our able-bodied men are either working 
or fighting.” 

In some ways, the idea has a strong appeal. 
Entirely apart from the fact that no police de- 
partment is empowered to put any man into his 
country’s uniform, however, executing any such 
intention requires a certain nicety of judgment 
that most people do not profess to have. 

At what particular stage between looking like 
a million dollars and looking like a hobo does 
killing one’s time, a crime nowhere outside the 
Axis countries, become loitering? At what way 
station along the road from yacht clubs and 
gambling casinos at one end to the lowest dives 
at the other does the expenditure of leisure: be- 
come a transgression against the common weal? 

The few policemen who believe they don special 
talents to pass judgment with their uniforms 
have no trouble with such questions. For them, 
it is simply a matter of drawing the line so as 
to touch no one with the standing or connections 
to make the city administration and police de- 
partment burn, resolving all doubts on the com- 
fortably safe side. Most policemen, however, 
must surely feel that the occasion for such ques- 
tions should not be allowed to arise in police 
work; and most people will agree with them. 
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In Reply to Mr. Johnston 


With due respect for Eric A. Johnston's good 
intentions, we think his proposal to leave to the 
states and local communities the field of post- 
war public works for sustaining postwar employ- 
ment is far from sound under the world and do- 
mestic economic conditions that are likely to 
exist when peace comes. 

Perhaps this energetic and forward-looking 
president of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States did not intend completely to remove 
the Federal Government from the field of post- 
war public works when, in a statement this 
week, he advocated a “home rule” basis for such 
pump-priming as may be needed.

British political policies which are harming the war effort are with- 
held from publication, correspondent says; they are tolerated, if 
not approved, by the American officials; a raising of the curtain, 
and public discussion of vital issues, are declared to be necessary.

CAIRO (By Wireless). 

Certain Americans living in the Middle 
East and studying the situation here are 
convinced that certain political policies 
now being applied by the British in Cairo 
are harmful to the common war effort 
but, because of strict political censorship, 
they are being prevented from saying so. 


Censorship aside, this is a difficult topic 
to discuss for three reasons. 


The first is that the American adminis- 
tration is being fully informed of these 
British policies and, since it tolerates 
where it doesn’t actually approve them, 
who are private citizens to criticise? 


The second is that any discussion may 
become acrimonious and tend to disrupt 
the close, confident British-American part- 
nership on which the future of the world 
so clearly depends. 


The third is the usual military claim to 
know best, and first to deprive the public 
of salient facts, then to deny validity to 
the public’s judgment because of ignorance 
of said facts. -Nonetheless, the situation 
has become such in the last few weeks 
that this writer intends to stick his neck 
out and set down one newspaper man’s 
opinion, 


What of Postwar Plans? 


Still another introduction is necessary. 
British postwar plans for the region be- 
tween Naples and India may or may not 
be satisfactory to the American people. If 
and when the question of postwar co-oper- 
ation with Britain arises, they will have 
the right and the opportunity to examine 
these plans carefully and decide which are 
acceptable to them and which are not. 


But they can claim to interfere only if 
they are willing to accept, with the Brit- 
ish, and with the Russians if possible, co- 
responsibility for the entire region, pend- 
ing assumption of authority by the coming 
international organization. Otherwise, they 
cannot properly blame the British for plan- 
ning to run the area according to their 
own lights and along their own lines. 


The war effort is another matter, for 
the Americans have accepted full co-re- 


sponsibility, and with this obviously goes 


~~ 


an unfettered right to criticism. The fol- 
lowing is being written under that right. 


The charge is, as I said, that certain 
British political policies being adminis- 
tered and possibly formulated in Cairo are 
harmful to the war effort and are being 
hidden from the Americans behind an in- 
credibly autocratic censorship. This goes 
particularly (120 words censored). The ex- 
cuse here is “military necessity” because 
of the alleged military potential of said 
Arabs, 


Yet, the same Britishers will tell you 
privately that the military potential of the 
entire Arab world outside of French North 
Africa is negligible; that, furthermore, the 
Arabs are hopelessly divided among them- 
selves; that most of them are anti-British, 
many more pro-Axis; that, finally, the 
Arabs at most could become merely a “se- 
rious nuisance.” 


Zionists Loyal to Allies 


Yet, for such reasons, Gen. Marshall was 
persuaded by his British colleagues to in- 
terfere with the American congressional 
move in favor of the Palestine Zionists. 

These Zionists are heart and soul with 
the United Nations. Their contribution to 
the common war effort is many times 
greater than that of the Arabs. They wish 
to do more, and have submitted recently 
a seheme which might well save many 
British and American lives. Yet their 
offer is ignored, and they are given little 
public credit for what they have done. 

British here don’t like public discussion 
of these matters. They insist that they 
alone are able to judge the situation. They 
defend hiding facts behind alleged military 
necessity. 

Unfortunately for them, their political 
record doesn’t warrant the full trust which 
they demand. : 

The British have blundered politically in 
Italy like the Americans in North Africa. 
The American popular belief in their om- 
niscience has gone. 

If they wish to avoid future dissension, 
it might be well either to raise the censor- 
ship and permit public discussion now or 
modify these questionable policies.

In Appraising the Government 


“As We Go Marching,” by John T. Flynn. (Denbie- 

day, Doran & Co., Garden City. N. Y.) 
‘Bureaucracy Runs Amuck,’’ by Lawrence Sullivan. 

(Bobbs-Merrill Co., Indianapolis.) 

Possibly the best indication of what these 
books set out to do is suggested by the 
fact that they were recently recommended 
as “must” reading by the Republican Na- 
tional Committee. 

Mr. Flynn, once an eminently sound 
economist, has developed this thesis: the 
United States by its unparalleled Govern- 
ment spending and, in hig opinion, conse- 
quent imperialism and militarism, is follow- 
ing a road traveled by Italy and Germany. 

“Fascism,” he says, “will come at the 
hands of perfectly authentic Americans... 
who are convinced that the present eco- 
nomic system is washed up and that the 
present political system in America has 
outlived its usefulness and who wish to 
commit this country to the rule of the bu. 
reaucratic state; Interfering in the affairs 
of the states and cities; taking part in the 
management of industry and finance and 
adding to all this the most 
romantic adventures in global planning, 
regeneration and domination.” 

There, says Mr. Flynn, is your American 
Fascism. 

Anyone, then, who believes we are fight- 
ing this war for a better world based on 
American co-operation and the necessary 
economic planning to obtain jobs and peace 
for all, is a Fascist in Mr. Flynn's lexicog- 
raphy. 
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Mr. Sullivan takes another tack. He re- 
ports that the administration silences crit- 
icism and punishes its enemies. Then he 
proceeds to assail the steps taken by the 
Government and its agencies to improve 
the prosecution of the war effort. 

There is doubtless ample room for crit- 
icism of the blunders committed by Gov- 
ernment agencies, It is a different matter 
to present a constructively critical guide 
for the men charged with the superhuman 
job of getting this war done and exercising 
essential regulations to keep the economy 
in control. This Mr. Sullivan fails to do. 

At one point, he says that a Puerto Rico 
newspaper publisher was bludgeoned into 
ceasing hig expose of the “unwelcome col- 
lectivist policies of Gov. Rexford G, Tug- 
well” by a threat of no shipping space for 
his newsprint. The allegation is completely 
erroneous. That publisher is a friend of 
mine and I was in his employ at the time. 
He came to an understanding with Tug- 
well before the newsprint situation devel- 
oped, and the reconciliation was facilitated 
through the agency of one of his employes. 

If this, with labor-baiting and champion- 
ing of Martin Dies, is a fair sample of Mr.

The second event of the Bach 
Festival being held this week une 
der the auspices of the Bach So- 
ciety of St. Louis, was given last 
night in the Sheldon Memorial 
Auditorium with William  B. 
Heyne conducting. 

The most interesting event. of 
the three-part program was the 
in D Minor which ap- 
peared on this occasion as a work 
for piano and a chamber string 
orchestra. It is also a concerto 
for violin. yottfried Galston, 
head of the piano department of 


the St. Louis Institute of ‘Music, 
played the solo part and gave a 
performance that was distin- 
guished by its clear exposition of 
the wonderful design of the music, 
There was no intrusion of false 
coloring, yet the music was s0 
varied by the lyrical and architec- 
tural inventiveness of the com- 
poser that one’s interest was held 
at a steady pitch throughout. 

The Adagio with its beautifully 
sustained pathos and solemnity, 
was particularly affecting. Mr. 
Galston used the damper pedal 
extensively. This had the effect 
of bringing the piano into scale 
with the small ensemble but also 
made the prevailing tone quality 
a little dry. The accompaniment 
was r+ elways in mesh with the 
solo instrument but the quality 
was good, 

Jean Browning, St. Louis con- 
tralto, was the redeeming feature 
of the Cantata No. 81, “Jesus 
Sleeps,” which in general lacked 
inward inspiration and outward 
polish. The beauty of Miss 
Browning’s voice, her control and 
her intelligent punctuation of the 
line were all musically impress- 
ive.

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The New Films

Fine Portrayal of Mark Twain 

“THE ADVENTURES OF MARK TWAIN,” which opened 
yesterday at the AMBASSADOR for a one-week engagement, 
stars Fredric March as the great Missouri writer. 

The picture is based on the Mark Twain papers of the Twain 
estate. Producer Jesse Lasky has done a first- 
rate job of selecting the significant detail in 
those papers to high light the main physical and 
mental happenings of Twain’s life. That detail, 
linked in a skillful narrative, holds the interest 
of an audience every second. Those who've read 
Twain (born Samuel Clemens, of course) and 
those who haven't read him, or not lately any- 
way, will find themselves warmed and pleased 
by the atmosphere of sympathy and understand- 

ing in which Lasky has conceived the picture. 

The portrait of Twain that emerges from adventures that 
began with his birth under the sign of a comet and ended 75 

years later when the comet returned is a portrait that encom- 
passed great years in the American national tradition and was 
part and parcel of our country's frontier days and our striving 
to become of age. If it is true, as has been said somewhere, 
that a great writer mirrors in his creative life the salient facets 
of Kis time, then the portrait of Twain is also a portrait of 
America. 

The first part of the picture goes into the sweet days, full 
of illusions of the world, on the Mississippi River that were to 
eppear later in the chronicles of Huckleberry Finn and Tom 
Sawyer. Then comes Twain's apprenticeship to a river captain 
in which, in the sweat of his brow and the test of his nerves 
and fortitude, the boy left mythical adventure and pitted him- 
self against all comers in the real arena. Successful as a pilot, 
reality palled on him, as it was often to do, and young Clemens 
went West. There followed an “adventure” in the gold mining 
country that hilariously (yet sadly, too) was a certain kind of 
commentary on one of America’s “success” dreams. Signifi- 
cantly, Twain's most interesting literary piece stemming from 
that period was “The Jumping Frog of Calaveras County.” 
Clemens’ rise to fame is shown, his marriage, and his misad- 
ventures with the great writers of his day, who were still living 
in the tradition of English rather than emerging American 
culture. 

Great credit should be given Lasky for his courage in in- 
cluding in the film some of the caustic and well-nigh misan- 
thropic remarks Twain made toward the latter part of his 
life when he began, in his mind, to return more and 
more to childhood scenes for comfort, It is truly amazing how 
well all Twain's frustrations and problems have been suggested 
without for a moment obscuring the power and the drive of the 
parts of his creative life that came to fruition. 

Appearing as March's support in uniformly excellent bits 
are Alexis Smith, Donald Crisp, Alan Hale, C. Aubrey Smith, 
John Carradine (who played Bret Harte), Bill Henry, Robert 
Barrat, Watler Hampden, and Joyce Reynolds. Irving Rapper 
directed the picture.

When 
ground meat stands too long in the 
butcher’s refrigerator, there evi- 
dently is a loss of flavor through 
evaporation. Meat already ground 
should be combined with some- 
thing to lift the flavor. A few 
spoonfuls of catchup and some 
good seasoning salt or some dis- 
solved chicken bouillon cubes will 
do wonders, 


Lamb Patty Grill. 


One pound ground lamb, two 
chicken bouillon cubes, two table- 
spoons catchup, four to six bacon 
slices, four tomatoes, three-fourths 
cup whole kernel corn, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper, four medium-sized hot po- 
tatoes, One ounce grated American 
cheese. 

Mix the ground lamb with the 
bouillon eubes dissolved in the 
catchup. Season with salt and 
pepper. Shape in four thick pat- 
ties and wrap edge with bacon 
slices. Fasten ends of bacon with 
toothpicks or smal] skewers. Place 
lamb patties on broiler rack so 
there is a distance of three inches 
between top of meat and source 
of heat. When patties are browned 
on one side (about 6 to 8 minutes), 
turn. At this time add to the grill 
the whole tomatoes, hollowed out 
and sprinkled generously inside 
with salt and pepper and then fill 
with corn, seasoned with the salt 
and pepper. Add potatoes, 
sprinkled with grated cheese. Con- 
tinue the broiling for another 6 to 8 
minutes, until patties are done 
and potatoes and tomatoes are 
lightly browned.

Tips on Tomato Planting 


HENEVER any rookie in the 

backyard food campaign asks 

what vegetables he should 
have on his list, my answer is, 
“Tomatoes, tomatoes and toma- 
toes!” The veterans may argue on 
varieties, spacing and growing tac- 
tics, but they all agree, “Grow to- 
matoes!” 

With a little more of the “know- 
how,” you can boost the yield per 
tomato plant from, let’s say, five 
on up to 20 pounds. aybe even 
more! You can grow white, yel- 
low, pink or red tomatoes. You 
can grow fruits as small as a 
marble or as big as a pumpkin, 
There are round, pear-shaped, 
heart, apple and large flat toma- 
toes. This year, what we want 
above all is good yield in a good 
red garden tomato that has high 
quality for the table and for can- 
ning. 

Rutgers and Marglobe are top 
varieties, They are both wilt-re- 
sistant, hardy, heavy bearing. 
Three or four of their deep red 
tomatoes make a pound, although 
occasionally the fruits are much 


larger. The tomatoes are firm, 
good for slicing, canning and for 
juice. And they have good taste! 
“Break o’ Day” is another good 
wilt-resistant variety, but its foli- 
age is much less heavy; its leaves 
are more deeply cut. In our cli- 
mate, Break o’ Day is a_i good 
choice for the gardens that don’t 
get their full six hours of sun- 
shine. 

There are other varieties that 
are up in the favorite class. Stokes- 
dale, Stone and the new United 
States Department of Agriculture 
development, Pan-American, are 
smooth, round, red tomatoes.

F you have to boast about what 
| BIG tomatoes you grow, you will 

want Oxheart, Ponderosa or 
Beefsteak tomatoes. None of these 
varieties are disease resistant; all 
of their fruits tend to cracks and 
deep grooving. While they may 
and will produce “whoppers,” their 
total production per plant is a 
plain case of sabotage. Also the 
laboratory nutrition chemists sug- 
gest they don’t produce vitamins 
in proportion to their size. 

Last year I tried the Golden 
Jubilee, prize winner in the All- 
American contests; I’m growing 
it again this year, and from now 
on. It is hardy, bears throughout 
the season and hag the rich golden 
color of a fully tree-ripened orange 
and I think they are THE variety 
for preserves. 

Let’s go to market now for the 
tomato plants. We are going to 
look for plants that are a hardy 
shade of green, fresh, with no 
sign of wilting. Not too big, un- 
less they are potted, for the shock 
of “transplanting is more severe 
to an overlarge plant.

Breathing 
Exercises 
Beneficial

OME years ago Dr. Edward 
§ =. Schaefer, of Sedalia, Mo., 

was practicing in a city where 
he had the opportunity to ex- 
amine a number of singers and vo- 
cal teachers and their pupils. He 
was impressed with the breathing 
capacity and chest expansion 
which their occupation had in- 
duced in them, and furthermore, 
that they were comparatively free 
from the respiratory difficulties 
and heart inefficiencies of others, 

Applying this to general prac- 
tice his experience showed that if 
he could teach patients with heart 
trouble to take deep breaths sys- 
tematically a great deal of the 
discomfort they had» would go 
away. Much of this discomfort is 
due to gaseous distention of the 
bowels which limited the action of 
the lungs and had to be deliberate- 
ly overcome by forced deep 
breathing. 

Patients with angina pectoris 
can often overcome a threatened 
attack by taking deep forced 
breaths and continuing the exer- 
cises for several minutes. Even 
fainting attacks can be prevented 


| by this prolonged breathing. Many 


patients of this sort who had been 
taking remedies without benefit 
were made quite comfortable and 
free from attacks after a course 
of forced breathing exercises.

THE SUBJECT has certainly 
been neglected by the medical pro- 
fession all over the world. One or 
two observers have written about 
it, but there has been no general 
trial of their recommendations, 
Dr. Lothair Gottlieb Tirala, of 
Munich, several years before the 
war , advocated breathing exer- 
cises for relief of high and low 
blood pressure. ‘ 

In 1926 he wrote: “The me- 
chano-physiological procedure of 
deep and prolonged breathing for 
high blood pressure is explained 
by more blood being taken up in 
the large veins of the chest; more 
blood passes into the right cavities 
of the heart. Deep breathing in- 
creases vital capacity more than 
ordinary tidal breathing. Ordi- 
narily a person of fair lung Ca- 
pacity is able to hold his breath 
after deep inhalation about 20 
seconds, but one who has high 
blood pressure is unable to do so 
longer than six seconds.” 

The procedure is so simple that 
it is worth a trial, even if Dr. 
Tirala’s claims about the relief of 
high blood pressure seem some- 
what exaggerated. The habit of 
systematic daily deep breathing 
exercises morning and evening 
might well be undertaken by all 
of us over 30 to help out our heart 
and circulation, They can even 
be taken in bed by invalids.

“TJ impress upon my patients,” 
writes Dr. Schaefer, “the impor- 
tance of exhalation with the mouth 
open, not through the nose, and to 
sound the vowel “U,” thus en- 
abling them to bring on the deep- 
est effort of expiration. Further- 
more, I have the patients use this 
method three or four times a day 
and continue for five or six min- 
utes’ duration, The first week 
they may lie down, then sit up, 
finally stand up, always breathing 
fresh air by an open window or 
in the open air. Even during the 
first few days one can determine 
how the patient reacts to this 
breathing therapy. It can be no- 
ticed that the dilated heart of 
hypertension becomes = smaller, 
which may be determined by X- 
ray exposure, 

“There is a well known profes- 
sional class, the singers, for whom 
deep breathing is essential in their 
vocation. For this reason I had 
one of my assistants examine op- 
era singers i. Muenchen. Among 
100 singers there was not one of 
either sex who had high blood 
pressure, Although these people, 
as a rule, are subject to the vicis- 
situdes of a life in a large city, 
retiring late at night and always 
under a nervous strain, it was 
apparent that they were on a 
low border of blood pressure.

s Ready for Summer 


Young St. Louisans Have Fun Getting Their Camp in Shape for Season

HERE is a great deal of activ- 

ity these days down at Camp 

Don Bosco, the summer camp 
for boys and girls near Goldman, 
Mo., where Father Melvin Keaney 
and his young helpers are prepar- 
ing for the fifteenth camping sea- 
son, There’s the new chicken 
house to be completed, spring 
painting on the other buildings, 
and the usual repairs needed after 
winter snows and rains. There’s 
spring planting of mellet and 
broom corn and lespedeza which 
Father Keaney insists on to help 
conserve the soil and encourage 
a return of the wild birds native 
to the district, Finally, there are 
the shrubs and flowers around the 
picturesque open-air chapel onthe 
hill to be tended, so that every- 
thing will be ship-shape when the 
camping season opens June 25, It's 
a lucky boy who can say to his 
folks, “Father Keaney will take 
me down this week end to help at 
the camp, if you'll let me go.” 

Every camper has a chance to 
help if he wants to, because Fa- 
ther Keaney believes in a program 
of mutual responsibility, Father 
Keaney himself, who is assistant 
to Rev. Charles P. Maxwell, pastor 
of the Ave Maria Shrine, has 
served as counsellor, carpenter, 
cook, farmerand priest in getting 
the summer camp established, and 
still finds his duties highly varia- 
ble. Right now, his latest project 
is raising 3000 chickens so that 
there will be plenty of fried 
chicken for the approximately 175 
campers who sit down to «every 
meal during the summer season.

C for the rich or the poor, Father 

Keaney explains, “It has al- 
ways been my experience in social 
work that the really underprivi- 
leged child as well as the child-at 
the other end of the financial pic- 
ture had the best opportunities for 
medical care, summer camps, etc, 
So our camp has been planned for 
the children of parents in the mid- 
dle brackets of life. Camp rates 
are planned just to cover expenses, 
but we wouldn’t enjoy many of 
the camp facilities if it had not 
been for the generosity of our 
many friends,” 

The camp is named for Don 
Giovanni Melchior Bosco, whom 
Father Keaney calla the real pa- 
tron saint of boys. “He was an ex- 
circus performer, who wanted to 
do something for the poor boys he 
knew. He brought homeless waifs 
to his home, and gave them food 
and clothing. His theory was that 
no boy could be controlled by stern 
discipline, only by kindness and

sympathy. One of the things he 
believed they enjoyed was music— 
circus music. So he entertained 
the boys with some of his circus 
atunts, and music, then interested 
them in learning their lessons.” 

Camp Don Bosco had a prede- 
cessor at Weldon Springs, where 
Father Keaney built a camp on 
the cliffs overlooking the Missouri 
River. “When the government 
bought up all the land in that sec- 
tion, I set about looking for a new 
site,” he recalls. “Finally, I found 
this tract of 60 acres, where 48 
small cabins had been built by 
someone who planned a tuberculo- 
sis sanitarium. Everything that’s 
here now in addition to the cabins, 
we've built, little by little.” 


Now the camp has a large mess 
hall, recreation and store building, 
infirmary, two cottages for coun- 
sellors, an open air pavillion for 
entertainments, and various other 
buildings, all designed in colonial 
style. A large swimming pool fed 
by an artesian well is located at 
the foot of a sloping hill. “I wish,” 
sighs Father Keaney, “I had a 
nickel for every nai) I've driven in 
the buildings around here.” Which 
means that not a building has gone 
up without Father Keaney’'s able 
assistance. 

“We planned the camp exclu- 
sively for boys at first, but so 
many parents of girls complained 
that there was no Catholic camp 
near St. Louis for girls, that we 
now turn over the second half of

“We guar- 
antee that every camper can swim 
the length of the pool by the end 
of the season,” promises Father 
Keaney, “and every camper must 
also do a stunt when we have 
stunt night. We put on plays and 
show movies on good nights in 
the amphitheater on the hill which 
the campers built themselves. 


Mass is said every morning in the 
little chapel.” 


Typical of the way Father 
Keaney has put to good use every 
sort of building material which 
came to hand is the little open 
air chapel. “When I heard that 
the Municipal Opera Association 
was going to tear down the old 
ramps and put up new ones, [ put 
in a bid for the lumber, I knew 
the trellises would be ideal for the 
chapel. Then, with the help of a 
concrete worker, we built a sanc- 
tuary for exactly $3. We're rather 
proud of the results,” he says, in- 
dicating the graceful little build- 
ing, now surroynded with trees 
and flowers. When we visited the 
chapel, campers were at work re- 
pairing the benches, and pulling 
the weeds which had grown up in 
the gravel floor. 


“Although most of our campers 
come from parochial! schools,” the 
priest-counsellor explains, “we wel- 
come children of other creeds, and 
have had many non-Catholic camp- 
ers. QOur purpose is to give as 
many girls and boys as we can 


accommodate a taste of healthy, |

I was quite pleased that we were 
able to get together those who 
really could give us information 
on a subject which interests so 
many people in every country. We 
are all vitally concerned about the 
children who must be restored to 
health and strength if the world 
is to be a decent place in which 
to live in the future. 

I have had two things drawn to 
my attention just recently. It 
was said that in writing back 
from various places on my Carib- 
bean trip, I did not make clear 
that much of the initial work on 
our many bases was done by con- 
tractors with civillan employes, 
They met the first hardships of 
climate, they established sanita- 
tion and fought the jungle and 
the lack of fresh water. They 
had the imagination to see the 
possibilities of development in 
many cases. They were helped 
and followed in their work by our 
service men, but they should be 
given credit for their great 
achievement. 
Secondly, I should like to men- 
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tion the fact that many citizens 
of the United States, who work 
for United States corporations and 
businesses long established in va- 
rious Caribbean and South and 
Central American countries, have 
taken much responsibility in help- 
ing the USO and the Red Cross 
after their working hours, and in 
extending hospitality to their 
countrymen in the military serv- 
ices under the direction of our 
diplomats or consular agents, and 
USO and Red Cross _le*#ders, 
Although they are out of the 
United States, they have helped 
the war both by their regular 
work and in their leisure time. 

If anyone is looking for a book 
to hold a 5-year-old’s attention, I 
can recommend a discovery of my 
grandson's called “Mr. Penny,” by 
Marie Hallets.

South’s last bid was a slight 
stretch, but he had reason to hope 
for a little more in the North 
hand, for the double raise. 

West opened the diamond fack. 
Declarer drew two rounds of 
trumps and West discarded the 
deuce of clubs—a fact carefully 
filed away.by the declarer. He 
knew West to be the sort of play- 
er who never gratuitously an- 
nounces weakness in a suit and 
thereby subjects his partner to 
pressure, hence, here and now 
South determined that he would 
not rely on club weakness in 
West's hand! 

Declarer cashed his remaining 
diamond honor, led a trump to 
dummy. discarded a heart on the 
diamond queen, cashed the heart 
ace, and then ran off every trump. 
West, having to reduce to three 
cards before dummy, had to blank 
hig queen, 10 of clubs in order to 
hold the high diamond over dum- 
my’s six in that suit. Thereupon 
declarer won the last three and 
fulfilling tricks with the ace, king, 
and jack of clubs, played in that 
order and with no finessing!
